Benson Slashes 
Subsidy on Eight 
Principal Crops 


Farmers of the Hamlin air a. as 
well as those of the rest of the 
country, found little encourage­ 
ment in reports from Washington 
over th# week-end that price sup­ 
port* had been lowered for 1957. 
Secretary of Agriculture Ezra T. 
Benson lowered 1957 government 
price supports for eight major 
farm products In a move to cut 
down surpluses but left dairy props 
unchanged. 
Using his powers under the ad­ 
ministration's flexible price sup­ 
port law, he cut the government 
guaranteed “floor" price for 1957 
on rye. oats, barley, sorghum grain, 
cotton, cottonseed, flaxseed and 
soybeans. 
He previously had an­ 
nounced lower supports for this 
year’s corn crop. 
The 
reductions 
for 
the 
nine 
crop#, if fully reflected in market 
prices, could cut their combined 
market value $700,000,000.00 be­ 
low last year if production matches 
that of 1956, 
While department officials said 
the cuts are designed to curb sur­ 
pluses now tying up more than 
$8,000,000,000 in federal funds, the 
action appeared likely to bring 
strong protests from th# congres­ 
sional farm bloc. 
These legislators, many of whom 
have 
unsuccessfully 
fought 
for 
higher mandatory supports, point 
out th# cute come when costs of 
farm production have soared to 
record highs. 
Benson aet the 1937 support 
price for oats at 60 cents a bushel, 
down five cents from 1956; barley. 
94 cents a bushel, down eight 
cents | 
rye, $1.15 a bushel, down 
12 cents; sorghum grain, $1.83 per 
IOO pounds, down 14 cents: soy­ 
beans, $2 09 a bushel, down six 
cents; flaxseed, $2.92 a bushel, 
down 17 cents; 
and cottonseed, 
$46 a ton, down $2 from last year. 
Th# support price for the 1957 
cotton crop was set at 28.15 cents 
per pound for seven-eighths inch 
middling, the basic grade for fed­ 
eral supports, compared with 29.34 
cents last year.

Planned windbreak* are a great 
help to the housewife. declare of­ 
ficials of the California ('reek Soil 
Conservation District, in a si>ocial 
release to ’The Herald. 
The re­ 
lease continues: 
Tree- and shrubs for the farm 
home windbreak should have the 
following general qualities: 
First: Adapatation to the area, 
drouth resistance, cold hardiness, 
disease resistance, and not require 
a great deal of cars in general. 
Second: Com Ratability between 
the species when planted in close 
association. 
Third: Ability to form a dense 
harrier that i* adequate in height 
on a small amount of land. 
Fourth: Should be easily found 
and at low cost. 
Planting tune is January through 
February’ for bare rooted seed­ 
lings. 
For potted seedlings, April 
or May is best. 
Land should lie plowed early, 
and i* generally bedded to catch 
any rains 
Plant only when soil 
moisture is right. 
Make holes 
deep so roots are not crowded. 
W ater after planting in dry w eath­ 
er. 


Car efor seedlings before plant­ 
ing is very im portant. Tops should 
Ive kept dry and the roots wet in 
soil. 
Heating is likely to occur if 
pole up even over night. 
Heeling 
out L* best way to care for seed­ 
lings until they are planted. 
Size 
of seedlings vary. 
For hardwoods 
use if from one-fourth to one-half 
inch a c ro s s at the root collar. Ce­ 
dars, arbor vitae*, etc., should be 
at least six inches high. 
Some 
trees and shrubs that have proven 
themselves in dry land windbreaks 
are Russian mulberry, vitex, des 
scrt willow’, Arizona cypres* and 
Chinese elm.

An estim ated 211 young people 
of Jones County entered the arm ­ 
ed s e rv ic e s during 1956 from Jones 
County, while an estim ated 206 
were being separated from the 
services during the same period. 
A total of 42,318 Texans enter­ 
ed the armed forces in 1936, and 
42,264 were separated during the 
same time, according to a consoli­ 
dation of state selective service 
headquarters report*. 
Of the 42.318 reported as enter­ 
ing, 34.857 went in by enlistm ent 
or other voluntary means. The re­ 
maining 7,461 were drafted via 
the state's 137 selective service 
boards. 
’Actually, a considerable num­ 
ber of those drafted were volun­ 
teers," Colonel M orris S. Schwartz, 
state selective service director, de­ 
clared.

Subsidy on Eight 


Principal Crops 


Farm ers of the Hamlin arca, as 
well as those of the rest of the 
country’, 
found little encourage­ 
ment In reports from Washington 
over the week-end that price sup­ 
ports had been lowered for 1957. 


Secretary of Agriculture F.zra T 
Benson lowered 1957 government 
price 
supports 
for eight major 
farm products in a move to cut 
down surpluses but left datry prof* 
unchanged. 


Using his powers under the ad­ 
ministration’s flexible pries sup­ 
port law, he cut the government 
guaranteed “floor” price for 1957 
on rye, oats, barley, sorghum grain, 
cotton, cottonseed, flaxseed and 
soybeans. 
He previously had an­ 
nounced lower supports for this 
year's corn crop. 
The 
reductions 
for 
the 
nine 
crops, if fully reflected in market 
prices, could cut their combined 
market value $700,000,000.00 be­ 
low last year If production matches 
that of 1956, 


While department officials said 
the cuts are designed to curb sur­ 
pluses now tying up more than 
$8,000,000,000 in federal funds, the 
action appeared likely to bring 
strong protests from the congres­ 
sional farm bloc. 


These legislators, many of whom 
have 
unsuccessfully 
fought 
for 
higher mandatory supports, point 
out the cut* come when costs of 
farm production have soared to 
record highs. 
Benson set the 1937 support 
price for oats at 60 cents a bushel, 
down five cents from 1956; barley, 
94 cents 
a 
bushel, down eight 
cents | 
rye, $1.15 a bushel, down 
12 cents; sorghum grain, $1.83 per 
IOO pounds, down 14 cents: soy­ 
beans, $2.09 a bushel, down six 
cents; flaxseed, $2.92 a bushel, 
down 17 cents; 
and cottonseed, 
$46 a ton, down $2 from last year. 
The support price for the 1957 
cotton crop wa* set at 28.15 cents 
per pound for seven-eighths inch 
middling, the basic grade for fed­ 
eral supports, compared with 29.34 
cents last y ear.

look the sm all item s, he advises, 
for they can amount to a lot of 
m oney over a period of a year.

sm all fees for services required in 
connection w ith the 
farm b u si­ 
n e ss overnight business trips and

equipm ent used by hired help. 


The sp ecialist su ggests th a t all 
cancelled checks, receipts and rec­ 
ords be kept for at least five years 
and th it checks be used w h en ever 
possible. 
E xtra check fees are 
v e il w orth the protection provid­ 
ed by the cancelled check. 
D epreciation record* should lie 
ko;.t on equipm ent, im provem ents 
and 
installation s and m achinery 
as w ell as on all purchased breed­ 
ing 
anim als. 
T hese item s 
lose 
som e of their value each year and 
I he loss is deductible for incom e 
tax purposes only at the end of 
th e J ear in which the deprecia­ 
tion occurs. 
And finally, P arker su ggests a 
visit w ith a good farm incom e tax 
consu ltan t. 
H ere advice and su g­ 
gestion s ran be secured on all the 
item s w h ich should ho included in 
the farm record system and also 
a listin g of the sm all item s w hich 
are 
dedu ctible 
and 
m ost 
often 
overlooked.

T ree' and shrubs for the farm 
hom e w indbreak should have the 
folow ing general qualities: 
First: A dapatation to the area, 
drouth resistance, cold haixiiness, 
disease resistance, and not require 
a great deal of cars in general. 
Second: Com pa t abl I tty betw een 
the species w hen planted in close 
association. 
Third: A bility to form a dense 
harrier that is adequate in height 
on a sm all am ount of land. 
Fourth: Should be easily found 
and at low cost. 
Planting tim e is Janu ary through 
February for bare 
rooted seed ­ 
lings. 
For potted seedlings, April 


or M ay is best. 
Land should 
lie plow ed early, 
and is generally bedded to catch 
any rains. 
P lan t only when soil 
m oisture 
is 
right. 
Make 
holes 
deep so roots are not crowded. 
W ater after planting in dry w eath­ 
er. 


Car efor seedlings before p la n t­ 
ing is very im portant. Tops should 
tie kept dry and the roots w et in 
soil. 
H eating is likely to occu r if 
pole up even over night. 
H eelin g 
out is hest w ay to care for se ed ­ 
lings until they are planted. 
S ize 
of seedlin gs vary. 
F or hardw’oods 
use if from one-fourth to one-h alf 
inch across at the root collar. C e­ 
dars, arbor vitaes, etc., should be 
at least six inches high.
